The Census 


As in previous census, the Ninth 
Decennial Census of Canada in June 
this year will inquire as to the num- 
ber at school and the years spent 
a school of each person in the pop- 
ulation, The resultant tabulations 
will indicate wiiether or not the 
average number of years at- school 
have risen since 1914, and what 
changes have occurred in this re- 
spect as betweeh urban and rural 
areas. While it will not include a 
question on literacy, the figures for 
years of schooling will afford a feir 
indication of. the number ‘functionally 
illiterate. 

Approximately ten years were be- 
ing spent in schoo] by the average 
Canadian child at the time of the 
1941 census. While school organiza- 
tion differs from province to pro- 
vince, this’ would mean that the 
average child would complete the 
intermediate grades or be enrolled 
fn high school for about a year, 
This was more schooling than record- 
ed at any previous census and re 
flected a trend, shown in each suc 
ceeding census, towards fewer drop 
outs in the lower grades and an in- 
crease in the number who_ bridge the 
gap between elementary and high 
school grades, 

The 1941 census also showed that 
the percentage of urban children at- 
tending school wags greater than 
the percentage of rural children at 
school, and tit 39 per cent of the 
urban population as against 21 pey 
cent of the rural population had had 
nine or more years of schooling. 

One reason for the difference be- 
tween rural and urban enrolments is 
that many pupils in rural areas 
must leave their homes to attend 
high school or else take correspond- 
ence courses, whereas pupils in the 
urban areas can attend school 
while staying at tome and may also 
select on academic, commercial, techni’ 
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greater need for the farm child’s 
services at home and the ease with 
wiiich rural boys and girls may 
change from telping at home while 


attending school to just helping at 
home, Jdb requirements in the 
cities put more of a premium on 


years of school completed. There is 
a trend towards providing - more 
facilities for technical education in 
towns and cities. Rural high schools 
also provide practical training in 
agriculture and home economics for 
farm boys who formerly learned 
these mostly at home. 

Census figures on the numbers not 
attending school, broken down for 
rural and urban areas, present tha 
converse to the figures of school en- 
tolment and years of schooling, For 
1941 these show that eight per cent 
of children seven to nine years of 
age were not attending school in 
tural areas as against four per 
cent in urban areas; eight per cent 
or rural and three per cent of urban, 
children ten to 14 years old; and 72 
and 68 per cent respectively of those 
15 to 19 years of age. ‘ 

For people in cities of 30,000 and 
over tile average number of years of 
hooling in 1941 was greater than 
‘or those in centres of 5,000 to 30,300 
vopulation. In the larger centre 42 
Jercent of the populatino had at- 
vended schoo] for nine or more years. 
37 per cent in centres of 5,000 to 
30,000, and 34 per cent in urban areas 
f less than 1,000,

Tée Provincal Wepartment of Edu- 
cation ig preparing Civil Defence 
literature for distribution to every 
school in the province said Dr, W. 
H. Swift, deputy minister of edu 
cation. 

Dr. Swift added ,teachers will be 

instructed in proper procedure in case 
of an air attack. He said there were 
two reasons for stressing the role 
Played by schools in civil defence~

Shortage Of Teachers 


A RECENT SURVEY conducted by the Canadian Education Association 
has revealed that there is a serious shortage of teachers in rural schools 


in all parts of Canada. 


In recent years there has not been a sufficient 


supply of trained workers in many of the trades and professions due to 
increased demands for nearly all forms of service and this situation has 
caused inconvenience and in some cases hardship in many communities, 


The shortage of teachers has been serious, especially in rural areas. 


The 


larger centres, where salary scales are usually higher and the schools 
larger and better equipped, tend to draw teachers from the country dis- 
tricts and unless newly-trained teachers are available in sufficient numbers, 
positions in rural schools remain vacant,

Attracted To

The report issued by the Canadian Edueation Asso- 
ciation showed that 
schools in Canada are now closed because there are 
no teachers for

the shortage of teachers throughout Canada at 5,856, classing schools 


without qualified teachers as vacant. 


The report also’ showed that there 


are 8,966 students taking teacher-training courses in Canada this year. 
Last year there were 10,971, or 20 per cent. more than in the present year. 
The fact that the general labor shortage makes it possible for people who 
might otherwise be teachers to earn more money in business or industry 
no doubt accounts, to a great extent, for the lack of teachers at this time.

Alberta, which pays its rural teachers the highest 
median salary of any province in Canada is the 
least handicapped for well qualified teachers, 
median salary there is $2,181 per year, and the

number of teachers needed is given in the report as 147, Saskatchewan's 
median salary is $1,650 and there is need there for 606 additional teachers. 
In Manitoba there are 667 vacancies, and the median salary is $1,600 per 
year. The greatest need for teachers is in Newfoundland, where the short- 
age was estimated to be 1,330. No salary scales were available for that 


province. 


The school is an important part of every community and it is 


regrettable that so many rural schools in Canada should be closed at 


this time. 


The educational needs of children in rural areas does not differ 


from those in other places and every effort should be made to bring an 
early end to the present shortage of teachers in Canada,

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Containing Uranium Oxi#e And 
Copper From Northern Sask. 


SASKATOON. — Stored in protectively lead-lined padlocked 
boxes in a vault in downtown Saskatoon are pieces of rock, heavy 
with uranium oxide and rich in showings of copper. Some of 
these were brought back just before Christmas by five Saskatoon 
men who found them north of Camsell Portage, iff the extreme 


northwest of Saskatchgwan. 


To get them, they motored 250 
miles from Saskatoon to the settle- 
ment of Lac la Ronge, then flew some 
500 miles north and west to the north 
shore of Lake Athabasca, north of 
the 59th parallel, to land at Camsell 
Portage. 

The expedition was part of Saskat- 
chewan’s hunt for uranium. 

The five men were Henry Wright, 
managing director, and Ford Beavis, 
director of Great West Uranium 
Mines Ltd.; Douglas Beavis, his 
brother, all of Saskatoon; George 
Hershberger of nearby Milden, and 
Don Worden, Saskatoon newspaper 
man who, familiar with the develop- 
ment of Kirkland Lake gold and Co- 
balt silver in Ontario, wanted to see 
the lay of the uranium country.

to the suggeston of including first 
aid in the-school course in order to 
teach treatment for flash burns, and 
exposure to radiation, 

“Older children will be trained 
to accept more responsibility. They 
will be expected to assist teachers iq 
‘caring for younger pupils to act 
as messengers, direct traffic and 
possibly if necessary to study fige- 
fighting teckmiques. School cadet 
corps, scouts, guides and tuxis will 
help provide leadership in the 
schools. mi 

“No one likes to. think of children 
being exposed to the dangers of all- 
out ‘warfare. For this reason every 
city parent should consider the possi- 
bility of evacuating his children to 
tie country. This is certainly a very 
yYemote possibility but one which must 
be given consideration. The depart- 
ment of education would .be faced 
with the problem of continuing the 
schooling of these evacuated children, 
no matter where they were moved. 

‘Whether or not parents should re- 
move chldren from rural schools if 
an ar raid warning is sounded de- 
pends on instructions to be received 
from the civil defence committee at 
that particular time. 

It might be recommended that 
buses leave at once and take children 
home from consolidated schools. On 
the other hand it might be recommend- 
ed that children remain and seek 
shelter in tie school building itself, 

The recommendations for removal 
of children from city schools is sime 
ilar to the rural situation. In Britain, 
parents were not encouraged to re- 
move children because it involved all 
conrerned in needless risks. Parents 
must train their children to place 
themselves completely under the 
teachers’ care in the event of an air 
raid warning. Parents can assist 
schools in designing) a sound defence 
program by studying civi] defence 
precautions with emphasis on ap 
plication to the schools, The depart- 
ment of education is co-operating to 
the fullest extent with the civil de- 
defence organization and urges that 
Alberta school boards, teachers, and 
parents do their part by assisting 
their local committees,
